yesterday. 
A communique issued by Col. 
Hosseingholi Ashrafi, military gov­ 
ernor of Tehran, said the names 
of the alleged slayers and those 
who plotted the crime would be 
disclosed later. 
The communique said investiga­ 
tion and confessions of those re­ 
sponsible had led to the discov­ 
e r of Afshartus’ body six days 
after his mysterious 
disappear­ 
ance in the heart of Tehran. 
The body was 
found several 
miles northeast of the capital in a 
shallow’ grave. A rope w*as around 
his neck, his hands and feet were 
bound and his mouth was stuffed 
with handkerchiefs. 
Medical examiners said he had 
died at least four days earlier, 
probably by strangulation April 20.

2. The state haltingly makes use 
of techniques discovered in more 
enlightened areas in the field and 
if laggard in picking up demon­ 
strated techniques of prison oper­ 
ation; 
3. M ichigan doe- not seem in ­ 
terested in finding the best prac­ 
tices in convict treatment; 
4. Apparently neither the gov­ 
ernor nor the Legislature is in­ 
terested in a scientific approach

States-Canada 
Good Will Week being observed 
the week of April 26-May 2. 
During the intervening

NEW YORK 
(ZP)—Cheers for 
Queen EUzabeth on her corona­ 
tion day June 2 will have a ring­ 
ing echo in many a business till 
—chiefly in Britain but to some 
extent in America too. 
Some 40,000 Americans are ex­ 
pected to be there. Britain hopes 
each will spend $400 during his 
stay in the Isles—a total of 16 
million dollars not counting trans­ 
portation. 
Some 250,000 more from other 
lands will be spending for hotels, 
food, entertainment, sightseeing, 
and gifts. 
Pageantry Costly 
British businessmen hope that 
the 130-million dollars including 
transportation left behind by vis 
itors to the coronation of George 
VI will be topped by the splurge 
for his daughter. 


Riven Flowing 


Below Pyrenees 


WASHINGTON —Ten thousand 
feet high in the Pyrenees on the 
border between France and Spain, 
a daring Frenchman and his two 
daughters have found and explored 
vast caves in which fantastic riv­ 
ers of 
centuries-old 
ice 
flow 
through Stygian darkness. 
Norbert Casteret tells the story 
of his underground adventures in 
the National Geographic Magazine, 
and illustrates the account 
with 
photographs taken where no hu­ 
man being had ever gone before. 
Nothing Lives There 
He and the two fearless 
girls, 
Maud and Gilberte, search vainly 
for signs of life on subterranean 
frozen lakes, and in echoing gal­ 
leries filled with 
grotesque 
ice 
sculptures. 
In one grotto, they 
found the 
frozen bodies of an ermine 
and 
two bats. Untold years ago, they 
must have wandered 
into the 
cavern, and perished as anything 
must perish if it lingers too long 
in the humid cold. 
“Humans 
can 
invade 
these 
realms of death only briefly and 
with the help of special equipment, 
which they must use with the ut­ 
most caution,’’ writes M. Casteret. 
He tells how Maud missed death 
by inches. Crawling over a frozen 
lake with a rocky roof only a foot 
above, she suddenly started sliding 
forward down a gentle incline in­ 
to the 
unknown darkness. Her 
father grabbed her feet. Only inch­ 
es ahead of her, it was 
learned 
later, was a vertical wall of ice 
dropping 70 feet straight down. 
Unknown Depths 
Later the Casterets 
descended 
this cliff on a metal ladder to find 
that the cave continued on under 
the mountain, but thus far no one 
has dared follow its dark aisles to 
the end. 
M. Casteret believes the caves 
were carved by 
rivers daring 
warmer age eons ago. As temper 
atures descended, the waters froze 
Rain and snow 
seeping through 
crevices in the roof add 
further 
ice, forming “that rare phenomen 
on, a glacier in the womb of the 
earth.” 
The Casteret family started ex­ 
ploring the Marbore massif about 
30 miles south of Lourdes, France 
in 1926. They have thus far dis 
covered six caves, all with their 
mouths on the Spanish side of the 
border. Entrances are small and 
very difficult to find. One of the 
finds has been 
named 
Casteret 
Grotto. 
Although awesomely large, the 
Pyrenees ice caves 
are not the 
biggest known. The Eisriesenwelt 
or World of the Ice Giants, one oi 
the frozen grottoes existing in the 
mountains near Salzburg. Austria 
has almost 20 miles of halls and 
tunnels.

An estimated three million dol­ 
lars worth of British goods is re­ 
ported already sold to merchants. 
Only part has a definite corona­ 
tion tie-in such as china, glass, 
leather, silver an dtextiles bearing 
a crown of coronation rose, and 
the usual spate of little souvenirs, 
such as ashtrays. The greater part 
is regular items to be hold on the 
strength of coronation-built Brit­ 
ish prestige. 
Steamship lines and overseas air 
carriers report almost solid book­ 
ings, with the tourist season off 
to an unusually early start.

Tunnel Under English 
Channel Is Plan 


PARIS (ZP)—About once a de­ 
cade during the last IOO years,

underneath 
the English channel. Western Eu­ 
rope’s defense buildup has again 
brought the age-old plan to link 
France and England out of dusty 
archives.

FREEDOM VILLAGE. Korea iZP)

ean stockades. 
M/Sgt. Gilbert Christie, 42, of 
Montezuma, Ind., said “much over 
50 pei' cent” of 3,000 prisoners in 
his camp died during the winter of 
1950-51. 
Cpl. John L. Watters, 
40, 
of 
Beckley, W. Va., said 80 out of 
1,500 United Nations captives died 
in Camp No. 5 at Pyoktong be­ 
tween April I, 1951, ami August, 
1952. 
Most of the 17 American, four 
British and four Turks released 
by the Reds today looked fairly 
strong. A few walked haltingly. 
One Yank saw the sign “Freedom 
Village” here 
and 
hurled 
his 
crutches away in joy. 
Christie described a bitter march 
as a captive in the winter of 1950: 
“ I, myself, was one of the for­ 
tunate ones. I collapsed and passed 
out and rode the rest of the day 
on a cow. I had two wounds—a 
fragment in the chest and a brok­ 
en arm —and I needed help from 
one of the follows who kept me 
balanced on top of the cow.”

Watters said treatment of 
oners did not improve “until 
last three months.” 
He was wounded in the leg. hip 
and stomach near Kunu Nov. 26, 
1950, and was taken to a Korean 
hut 50 miles north of the city.
